The Reich Chancellor confirmed the correctness of this statement, 


The Reich liinister for Labor declared that there was great joy 
in the ranks of tho Stcel Helnet (Stahlhelm) about the forni (; o? the 
present Rcich Cabinet, There was no more friction between the Steel 
Helmet and the Sa. 


In his opinion it would not be wise to let the first act of the 
present Reich Cabinet consist in the suppression of the KPD which might 
result in a general strike, 


The Deputy of the Reich Chancellor and the Reich Cormissar for 
Prussia pointed out that the German naticn needed a reste In his opinion 
it would be best initially to request an EnalJ in; Law from the Reichstage 
If such a law would not be passed the situation could be tackled anew. 

The Reich Chancellor declared thet the general strike was not to be taken 
Lightly. To suppress a possible general strike the Reichswehr should not 
be committed, if possible. 


The Reich linistor for Defense thanked the Reich Chancellor 
for this attitude and emphasized that the soldier is cnly used to thinking 


of his opponent as an enemy from outside, 


The Roich Linistor for Foreign ffiars discussed the auestion 
of whether a suppression of tho KED with the possible consequence of a gene- 
ral strike were to be preferred to new elections for the Rcichstaj; under 
foreign political consideration. He came to the conclusion that a sup- 
pression of the KED with the possible consequence of a seneral strike 
Would te, by far, the most serious outlook, 


The Reich Minister for Finance pointed out that the financicl status of 
the Reich, the States. and the Counties could only be adjusted throujh a 
Slow improvement of the economic situation. He re arded the suppression of 
the ID as a last political means. State Secretary Dr. ijeissner proposed 
for the Giscussion whether on Enailing Law was to be proposed which would 
contain provisions for measures to be taken by the Reich cabinet in the 
interest of combatin:: unenplLoyment. Such an Enalling Law would only ۵ 
simple majority in the Reichstage 


Reich Commissar Dr. Gereke stated that the Center Party would not tole- 
ate the Catinet. speedy new elections to the Reichstag would become neces- 
Scary. The Deputy of the Reich Chancellor and the Reich Commissar for the 
State of Prussia suz;ested that the Reich Chancellor, in an interview, 
would state at the earliest opportunity that the runcrs about the danger 
of inflation and the rumors about the danger of the rights of civil 
servants are untrue. The Reich Chancellor agreed to this. He further 
informed the meeting that he would contact representatives of the Center 
Party in the morning of 31 January e

The circumstances were such, as I was calling on him in the 
German Legation, that I h.d to listen to vhat ho had te say and of 
course 上 was prepared to hear what he had to say although I already 
knew what his instructions were. i was nevertheless shocked to have 
him speak so buldly to me and when he finished I got up and told 
him how shocked I was to hear the accredited representative of a 
supposedly friendly state to Austria admit that he was proposing to 
engage in activities to undermine and destroy that Government to 
Which hə was accredited. He merely smiled and said, of course this 
conversation was between us and that he would, of course, not be 
talking to others so clearly about his objectives. I have gone into 
this detail with τθριτὰ to this conversation as it is characteristic 
of the absolute frankness and directness with which high Nazi offi- 
ciais. spoke of their objectives. 


Nazi activities, forced underground in this period, were by no 
means neglected. The Party was greatly weakened for a time as a 
result of the energetic measures taken against the Putsch and as a 
result of the public indignation. Reorganization work was 8901 be- 
gun. In October 1934 the Austrian Foreign iüinister, Pergor-Walden- 
egg, furnished me the following memorandum, which he told me had 
been Supplied to the wustrian Government by a person who partici- 
pated in the meeting under refereice. 


"A meeting of the chiefs of the austrian National 


vocialist Party was held on the 29th and 30th of oept- 
enber. 1954, at Pad aibling in Davaria.

When 
they were on their way to sce Hindenburg I think that Hitler had understood 
from von Papen that Hindenburg would offer him the Chancellorship or at 
lesast discuss with him the possibility of his becoming Chancellor; but I 
think that von Schleicher, who was at that time the head of the military in 
Germany, got there first and told Hindenburg that it was absolutely 
impossible to give Hitler the Chancellorship and that he shouldn't do it. 
So I think that when Hitler and von Papen arrived at Hindenburgs, von 
Papen surely had the intention of discussing the possibility of giving 
Hitler the Chancellorship but when they came to Hindenburg the latter at 
once said to Hitler, "We will talk together but you will never be 
Chanselic:, ' This made Hitler furious because he thought that von Papen 

ad deliberately betrayed him and endeavoured to create for him a 
political disaster. Hitler was very aggrieved and after that in 
political meetings he attacked von Papen because he had not made good on 
what he had promised when he was appointed as Chancellor and because under 
him these two Nazis were threatened with death and because von Papen had 
betrayed him in the meeting with Hindenburgs Aftcr Hitler made these 
speeches, matters between him and von Papen became steadily worse, During 
this period Schleicher, while professing support for von Papen, was 
opposing him behind his back. Then one day in the Reichstag von Papen 


received a vote of no confidence, This vote of no confidence was 
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cleverly put across by Goering. Although von Papen, because of the 
witical situation, had secured from Hindenburg a letter dissolving the 
Reichstag, which could be used in such emergency, Goering; outsmarted him 
and put the vote of no confidence across before von Papen ould produce 
the letter. Because of this von Papen had to resign as Chanccllor. After 
a short time von Schleicher wis made Chancellor by Hindenburgs The 
between Papen ond Hitler was so bad after ali these events 
that they could not come together. But mony persons in the partics of 
the Right stood behind von Papen. Àlso many of the members cf the 
conservative parties ond the nationalist o5rtios backed von Papen, and 
mahy of these people and many of the more conservative National Socialists 
believed that they must come together so as to provide a firm backing for 
a Nationalist Government which would have enough strength so that the 
government would not continue to be changed every two or three months. 
The representatives of the bis banks cf other countries who came to 
Berlin every six months in connection with the standstill agreements 
expressed dislike for the unstable political situation in Germany and 
complained because every time they cane they found a new government and 
hac. to deal with differcnt officials than those who were in power previously. 
The first few months after von Pape ill as Chancellor it was impossible 
Hitler and von Fapen toether. Then Schloicher's Chancollorship 
was not very successful and at that time I think that both Hitler and 
Papen realized that it was not clever to oppose each other as they were 
doin. I think that Hitler «radually came to sce that he had not been 
betrayed by von Papen, but that much of the distrust between them was the 
work of von Schleicher. During the last months of 1932 the situation in 
Germany became steadily worse and it seemed certain that Germany would مع‎ 
dovn and Bolshevism would take over if some immediate steps were not 
taken. Because from the first tine thcy had worked together Hitler and 
Papen had seen, that their ideas were not so very different after all, I 


think that during Schleicher's Chanccllorship both realized that it would be 
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food if they could get together. Then in December when I saw von Papen he 
said, "I think we can perhaps now have a meeting together to clear these 
different points which have kept us apart and we must find a way for the 
parties of the Richt to rct torcther. hat is the background of the 


subsequent meeting in my home of Hitler ard von Papen. 


On January 4, 1953, Hitler, von Papen, liess, Himmler and Keppler came 


to my house in Cologne. Hitler,:'von Papen end I went to my den where we

were closeted in a discussion lasting; about two hours. Hess, Himmler and 
Keppler did not participate in this discussion but were in the next room. 
Keppler, who had helped arrange this meeting, came from Berlin; von Papen 
came alone from his home in the Saar; and Hitler brought Hess and Himmler 
with hin, as they were travelling with him to Lippe in connection with the 
election campaign. The discussion was only between Hitler and Papen; 
I personally had nothing to say in the discussion. The mecting started 
about 11:30 a.m and the first question was raised by Hitler as to why it 
was necessary to punish tne two Nazis who had killed the Communist in 

Von Papen explained to Hitler that it had been necessary to 
punish these two Nazis, although they had not been put to death, because 
the law wes on the books and all political offenders under the law must

have some punishment. He further explaired to Hitler that it nicht be 
pP 


ardon from Président Hindonbur: for these two men. 


Then von Papen told Hitler that he had αγ: ο von Hindenbur; to cive serious 


consideration to making Hitler the Chancellor at the time that Hindenburg 


met with Hitler and von Papen and that he had understood that Hindenburg was 
perfectly willing to discuss this matter with Hitler at that tire. le 
said that it came as a great surprise and shock to hin when Hindenburg wa 
unwilling to do so and he felt that someone, probably von Schleicher, was 
responsible for the change in Hindenburc'!s point of view. Next, von 

Papen told Hitler that it scemed to him the best thin: to have the 
conservatives and nationalists who had supported hin join with the Nazis 


to forma government. He proposed that this new government should, if 
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le, be headed by Hitler and von Papen on the same level. Then 

made a long speech in which he said if he were made Chancellor, it 
would be necessary for him to be head of the goverment but that supporters 
of Papen could go into his (Hitler's) government as mindsters when they were 
willing to go along with him in his policy of changing many things. These 
changes he outlined at this time included elimination of Social Democrats, 
Communists and Jews from leadin,: positions in Germany end the restoration 
of order in public life. Von Papen and Hitler reached an agreement in 
principle so that many of the points which had brought them in conflict 
ould be eliminated and they could find a way to get together, They agreed 
that further details would have to be worked out and that this could be 


done in Berlin or some othor convenient place, 


I understand they met later with von Ribbentrop and worked out further 


details, 


The meeting broke up about 1:30 and the three of us joined Hess, 
Himmler and Keppler at lunch, durin; which there was general conversation 


which lasted until about four o'clock when they, oll the guests, denarted. 


This meeting in my home of Hitler and von Papen of A January 1933 » was 
arranged by me after von Papen asked me to arrange such a meeting. He 


made this requcst on about the 10 December 1952, 


I have been asked whether at this mec ting von Papen suggested the 
burning of the Reichstag in order to accuse the Communist Party of the 
responsibility for this crire. Von Papen did not make any such suggestion 
nor vas the burning of the Reichstag discussed by anyone in my house in my 
presence at this meeting, There was never any suggestion of burning the 
Reichstag madetin my presence and the first that I heard of it was ata 


dinner party when I was told that tho Reichstag had been set on fire, 


Wilhelm Keppler, prior to Hitler's comin; to power, had at Hitler's 
sugestion formed a Group of business men and financiers to discuss 
economic problems, Hitler stated to this Group that at such time as he 
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mijdt take control in Germany he wanted to be in position to take 
decisive action and he desired to have this group work out various parts of 


an economic programe 


Within this | 


srouy there developed the idea of having all industry and 
finance in Germany organized under the leadership principle and this was 


subsequently effected in lorislation passed shortly after Hitler became 


Chancellor. 


Prior to Hitler's becoming Chancellor, the only money Given by me or 
by the Stein Bank in support of the Nazi Party was in small sums not 


exceeding in the aggregate RM 2,000. This group or circle of Keppler's 


"CX 


did not as an organization contribute to any of Hitler's elections. 


About 1935 or 1936 ofter Keppler's position with Hitler md declined 
considerably, Himmler became "the protector" of the circle and the circle 
undertook each year thercaftcr, up to and including 1914, to raise funds 


for “special purposes" for Himmler. 


These funds were paid by the members of the circle or by corporations 
in which they had leading positions to the Stein Bank to a special account 

Hach year I wrote to Himmler advising him as to the amount 
contributed by cach person or corporation durin; that year and Himmler in 
turn wrote a letter of thanks and appreciation to the contributor. The 
amount raised by the circle amounted to approximately RN 1,000,000 each 
years. The formation of this group by Keppler preceded by some months the 
assumption of power by Hitler and those who joined were eaṣer to see a 
strong leader come to power in Germany and form a rovernnent which would 
last a long while. They had as common interests a fear of Bolshevism, 
belief that the Nazis would take over the government in Germany and an 
economic stake in seeing that more stable political and economic 
conditions were established in Germany. They also were all acquaintances 


of Keppler and through Keppler hoped to be able to influence Hitler, The

Memorandum of Conversation between William C. Bullitt American 
Ambassadurz to France, and the German Minister for Foreign Affairs, 
Von Neurash, in Berlin, on May 18, 1936. 
I called on Von Neurath, Minister for Foreirn Affairs, ay 18th 
and had a long talk on the general European situation, 


Von Neurath said that it was the policy of ths German Oven 0-00 to 
do nothing active in foreign affairs until “the Rhinelend had Leen 
digested". Πε explained that ho meant that until ins Germ D μάς ΡΕ 
hod bean constructed on tne French and Belgien wroatie 
Government would ao every ihing possible to prevent rather t en rage 
an ouvbreak by tne Nazis in Austria and would pursue a quiet line w 
regard to Czechoslovakia, "As soon as oir fortifications ore consir 
ana the countries cf Central Europe realize that Franze emnot enter 
Germen territory at will, all those countries will begin to feel very 
differently about their foreign policies and a new constellation wiil 
develop," he said.

take the form of a statement made privately that England could see no 
morel objection to the joining of Austrian Germans to the German Republic. 
He went on to say that he and Hitier were fully prepared for this maneuver; 
that the real desire of Britain was to embroil Germany with Italy by 
producing a Nazi coup d'etat in Austria. "We have no intention, however", 
he said, " of being the cat's paw for British policy in Europes Cur 
policy will be a German policy and nothing else," 


We discussed relations between Germany and the Soviet Government. 
Von Neurath said that he considered the hostility between Germany and 
the Soviet Union adsolutely irremoveable. He asserted that the Soviet 
Union believed that Nazi Gecmany was the one obstacle to the conquest 
of Europe by Communism, There could be no enc, therefore, to the hostil- 
ity between the two States. He asserted that recently the German secret 
Police had found that the Soviet Governrent, through the Comintern, was 
pushing the Communist movement in Germany with greater intensity than 
ever before, 


With regard to internal affairs and particulerly the appointment 
of Goering as Schacht's superior, Neurath made the following assertions: 


(1) He said that about two months ago Hitler had said to him that 
it was absolutely necessary to ĉo something to protect Schacht from the 
attacks of certain Nazi Party institutions ond individuals who were in 
the habit of using foreign exchange in large quantities without Schacht's 
permission or control, I asked him what institutions he meant and ho 
said that the worst was the Ministry of Propaganda under Goebbels which 
had been spending millions on foreign propaganda utterly without result, 
He asserted that Hitler had said tc him he felt it would be desireable 
to shelter Schacht behind the broad figure of Goering, who had great 
prestige and power in the country ond the Nazi Partye He asserted that 
the arrangement had been made with the full consent ond approval of 
Doctor Schacht end that it was working very well. 


He asserted that at major conferences to consider economic affairs 
Schacht and Goering both presided and thet Goering interferred only if 
certain party chiefs refused to accept Schacht's authority. lie asserted 
that he expectód the present arrangement to give satisfactory results 
and to last for a considerable period, 


I suggested to Von Neurath that if, as he had pointed cut to ne in 
& previous conversation, those colonies which Germany could hope to ጅው 
acquire could not provide sufficient raw materiais to produce any amelior- 
ation in the German economic situation, it seemed most unwise at a tire 
when it was desirable to have as ruch British support as rossible, to 
raise the question of colonies needlessly, He replied that he had 
somewhat revised his views since he had talked to re on this subject, 
and said that there were certain colonics which might be most useful, 
notably the Cameroons. He seemed to indicate, by further remarks on 
the subject, that Germany would attempt to obtain the Cameroons but would 
not push seriously other coloniel claims for the present. 


I asked Von Neurath when he would reply to the British note of 
inquiry as to the meaning of Hitler's peace proros&ls. He answered that 
the Germen Governrent would teke its own time about replying, that the 
reply would certainly not be made in the near future. 


He went on to say that the entire matter of the British note of 
inquiry had been mishandled grossly by the British Foreign Office. He 
said that Sir Eric Fhiprs had brought him the note with the request to 
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keep its contents absolutely secret and that he had agreed to absolute 
secrecy as it was possible to roach any international agreements oy 
debates in the public press. He said that, to his utter astonishment, 
Sir Eric Phiprs bad then telephoned to hin and said that he regretted 
greatiy to inform him that thers had been a leak as to the contents of 
the note and that it would bo essential for the British Governrent to 
Publish it the following morning. Von Neurath asserted that he had 
asked Phipps if the leak had been in the French Foreign Office and that 
Sir Eric had reviied that he was extremely sorry to say that the leak 
had ben in Londen, 


Von Neurath then went on to say that in view of the fact that it 
Was now proposed reform the League cf Nations ont y end that as 
one cf the 5 of the Gernan Government had been that Genny
